a first tubular portion formed of silicone; said 
first tubular portion having a first end/ a second end, a 
peripheral wall extending in a first direction from said first 
end to said second end, and means defining an opening in said 
peripheral wall; 

closing means select ively/ operable to close said 
opening in said peripheral wall of/ said first tubular portion; 
and 

a second tubular portion formed of silicone and 
having a first end and a second end, at least a portion of 
said first end of said second/tubular portion being contiguous 
with at least a portion of s^aid 'second ehd of said first 
portion; said second tubular ' portion being formed integrally 
with said first tubular portion to extend f r*om said first 
portion in a second diregrion transverse to said first 
direction; 

wherein said /orthosis is arranged to be worn by a 
patient so that said ffirst tubular portion envelops the 
patient's ankle and lihe entire circumference of a portion of 
the patient's lower/leg fti the vicinity of the ankle, and said 
second tubular portion envelops at least a portion of the 
plantar and dorsa/1 aspects of the patient's foot, said first 
and second tubular portions being resilient ly flexible to 
resist plantarf lexion of the. patient ' s foot. 
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10. (amended) An orthosis according to Claim j4 , wherein the 
reinf/arfccing means has a greater resilience th^n the resilience 
of/said first and second tubular portions. 



15 . (amended) An orthosis according to Claim 1, wherein said 
second tubular portion does not .envelop the patient's toes. 



16. (amended) An orthosis according tcy Claim 1, wherein said 
second tubular portion does not envelofo the patient's 
calcaneum. 



17. (amended) An orthosis accoifditfg. to Claim 1, wherein the 
first and second tubular portions /are of 35 shore silicone 
elastomer. 



29. (amended) An orthosis according to Claim 2, wherein said 
reinforcing means comprises af first region of said peripheral 
wall of said first tubular structure and a second region of a 
peripheral wall of said s.eobnd tubular structure, wherein said 
first and second regions aore contiguous and a resilience of 
said first and second tubular portion peripheral walls inside 
said first and second regions is greater than a resilience of 
said first and second tubular portion peripheral walls outside 
of said first and second regions , 



30. (amended) An ay^kle-foot orthosis according to Claim 1, 
wherein said first /tubular portion and said second tubular 
portion together define a generally L-shaped cavity. 
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31. (amended) An ankle foot orthosis for resisting 
plantarf lexion of a patient's fdot, the orthosis comprising: 

a resiliently flexible L-ahaped silicone structure 
having a first tubular portion, .and a second tubular portion 
that is at least partly contiguous with/ said ffrst portion and 
is formed integrally therewith, the structure/having an outer 
surface consisting of a first region having 7a first resilience 
and a second region with a second resilience that is greater 
than said first resilience ; 

wherein said structure is configured so that said 
second region overlies at least .a portion of a dorsal aspect 
of the patient's foot and a portion off the patient's lower leg 
when the orthosis is worn by the patient, said second region 
being provided to augment the resistance to plantarf lexion of 
the patient's foot provided by t)ie silicone structure of the 
orthosis .
